found out that Pope had 20 invention, and is only a Poet 
by courteſy. For though time has ſtrip the preſent 
race of Pedants of all the real accompliſhments of their 
predeceſſors, it has conveyed down this ſpirit to them, 
pnimpaired ; it being found much eaſier to ape their man- 
ners, than to imitate their ſcience. However, thoſe ear-
